Garlic. The leaves of all species when crushed will smell garlicky/oniony/chivey.

Ramsons - Common in woods within 10km of coast and sometimes hedge edges - Allium ursinum - 
Map 





Few-Flowered Garlic - Within 10km of the coast: common in the city and the west, patchy in the 
east - Allium paradoxum - Map 
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Three-Leaved Garlic (depicted) & Hairy Garlic (detailed) - Occasionally spotted near gardens, 
quite a bit of Three-Leaved near Ratho - Allium trifoliatum & subhirsutum - Map for both 

Due to a lack of discrimination between these two in British flora, old records could be either. 
Hairy Garlic is similar to Three-Leaved Garlic except it usually has brown anthers (occ. yellow) (v 
yellowish), lacks the pink midlines, and has much longer stalks to flowers (3-5 x petals v 1%2-3 x)
